Horrible Case of Hydrophobin,
Rochester (Minn.) Cor, Miliwaukee Sentinel,

On last Thursday o man known here by the
name of John Callahan, but whose right naine is
belleved to be Jolin McElgatt, showed signs of
that terrible disease known to the medical
fnculty a8 l;j’tlrl.l‘.llluhiu. For severnl days pre-
vious he bad shown evmptoms of the disease,
and had been watched elosely, He has had seve-
ri] terrible raving fite or spasms, the first of
which losted some four hours, and, though a
small-slzed man, it required four men to hold
him while they Insted, so violent were they, He
has several Umes begeed hispitendants to put an
end 1o his sufferings by taking his life. He has
such a horror of the ocenrrenee of the raving
fits that Le tries to bite all who appronch him
Doctors Muyo, Cross, Galloway, and Allen have
visited the uufortunnte man, and all agree
provounciug it hydrophiobla, and, of course, in-
curnble, “The disease Is traced to a bite the vie
tim recelved at Owatonna, & town forty miles
west of Raochester, on the Winona nod 8t Peter
Rallroad, sbout & yvear ngo, from n dog that wa
owned by the proprictor of a fast nag known ne
the Belle of Owatonnn., The man was bitten on
the heel, but the wonnd was slight and soop
honled over, and the afialr wae thongfit no more
of 1l a few days wro, when gigns of hydro
phobin appeared. There are conflicting stories
afloat concerning the condition of the doz in
question st the time the man was bitten, One
story is that the anlmnl was rubid and was soon
after kitled, and another that the canine tha
caused the mischief Is still alive st Owatonna

Marshinl Barlow duwched Deputy-Marshals

Grelg, Christy, and Winslow in the revenus
cutter Mahonlsg to Gardiner's Island, to capturs
the remuant of the Cuban  fillbuster! expedl-
tlon existing there, Captaln Webster, com-
manding the Malioning, the deputy-marshals,
and a dozen marines, wera recelved on Iandin
hy several of the \nadln;c Cubane, Colone
Kyan and Licutenant Crovier were not to be
found.  Captaln Webster proposed s surrender,
and offered to guarantee an exemption from
imprisonment.  Ten nccepted his terms, The
rest rofused, Newe of this was sent to Marshal
Barlow, and he forwarded twenty-four more
marines, who arrived at the island on Friday
morning, under command of Lieutenant Breesa,
. The uoarmed Cubans, on secing this acces-
slon of strength, concluded to surrender, but,
not nx captives, and, to the number of one bygy-
drod and twenty-four, were taken on Solurday
evening to Fort Lafayette, Here Laey were
temporarily confined In flve different casematos,
but on complaining of the hoal were admitted
into the open courtyard. The mon aro well adu-
ented and well bred, Thevassort that they might
onslly have overpowered the few marines had
they so desired, and cortainly would not have sur-
rendered had they suspected pn Imprisonment.
Captain  Harrison, formerly of Company D, 1st
New York Volunteers, ls regarded by the pri-
soners as thelr present leader. It is asserted
that in seuding the men to Fort Lafayette, Bar-
low neglected o provide them with rations, and
thot the sparse supply of the small garrison at
Fort Humilton opposite has barely sufficed to
guetain life among them.
_The Mahounlng reached Geltson's Landing,
Fort Humilton, shortly after 5 o’clock Saturday
aliernoon.  Without any nnnecessary delay, the
captives wore embarked on board small boats,
and taken into the Bastilo. They did not forget,
before they were takken from the Mahoning, to
thunk In the most cordinl terms the gallant
Captaln Webster and kis subordinates for their
unltorin Kindness and conrteous deportment,

IN THE BABTILE,

A% the frail boats, with their eargo of human
freight, sped over the waters of the Lower bay,
the unfortunate eaptives stared with apprehen-
sion at the dismal, dingy pile which was to be
their prigson, and perhaps their tomb.  As each
stroke of the onr brought them nearer to their
priron-house, they saw more and more distinetly
the forms of the armed soldiery, the iron-
barred loop-holes of the filthy dungeons, and,
above ull, the wiry ficure of the generalissimo
in command. One by one they elimbed the rot-
ten, dilapidated steps, and at length found them-
gelves face to face with the outer walls of the
dungeon.

UMY Gon! WHAT A FLACE!"
exclaimedsone of the number as he caught a
glimpse of fallen walls, the ruins, the bricks,
and mortar which were strewn In every diree-
tion, the burped timber and the dirty cells
within., Despalr was pletured npon every man's
conntenance as he looked upon the dismal den.
They bad swrrendered on condition that they
should be liberated a2 soon as they reached New
York. An officer of the United States had
pledged them o safe conduct. How had that
promise been kept ¥ “'Forward! march!” wins
given, and the prisoners, single (lle, began their
tramp to the grave.

DRIVEN IN AT THE POTST OF TIIE BAYONET.

The unconth soldiery of the United States
drove the prisoners at the point of the biayonet
into dungeons which even rats had long ago for-
gnken,  Without regard te mank, they were
packed like sardines into the five small cells to
the left of the entrance, an average of thirty
men toa cell. And such cells!

ANDENSONVILLE IN THE SIADE,

The nolsome cells of Fort Lafaycette defy all
deseription,  And how those poor souls who for
hours were packed in such a hell ean be ex-
pected to come out alive, is more than your re-

orter ean imagine. The General in command
L a young stripling, about twenty years of -age,
wyear from West Point, and the first time that
he bas had duty of any importance to perform,
That the commanding ollicer should have as-
signed so delieate and responsible a task to one
g0 young could very well be accounted forin
the fact that no other older officer would take
the place. An older officer wonld never have
dreamed of holding human beings in such
laee for n second, But Generalissimo Secoud
deutenant Allyn Capron thonght he would
gpread himself just once, and sccordingly hod
these poor fellows locked up until

THE ARRIVAL OF GENERAL YOGDES,

who made his appearance towards dusk, and
ordered their Immedinte liberation from the
dungeons. When they stepped out from these
swine pens they rushed Ioto the open alr like so
tll:il'l?' madmen, and, a8 the westher was intlol-
erable, they made a rush for the cistern for water
to quench their thirst, and such water! Lien-
tenant-colonel Diseroll’s dog Dixie, who can do
almost anything that his master tells him to do,
refused potut hhmk to approach within a foot of
ft. And yet the prisoncrs drank two and three
mugfuls before their thirst could be satisfied.
Towards nightfnil, supper, consisting of cofice
and bread, wus sent over from Fort Hamilton,
Three hours afterwards, the only nolse that was
heard was the mensured step of the solitary sen-
tinel ag he paced his post. The captives slept
upon the hard flags of the court-yard, with no
other shelter than the starry heavens above
them,
BUNDAY MORNING.

At sunrise yestorday morning their breakfast,
which agnin conslsted of bread nnd coflee, wis
gerved.  After they had eoncluded that beggurly
meal, they were ordered to fall Into line and
answer roll call, That terrible man, the Gene-
rallseimo, after the eall bad been concluded,
announced that one man was missing, and, in
order to ascertain who that lucky dog was, he
would forthwith lock every man of them up.
The guard was formed, and the culprits were
marched o their dungeons, 84 Leing thrust into
ane dungeon, 88 lnto another dungeon, and the
rest into o little cell, The Genernlissimo then,
with a drawn gabre in one hand, a cocked Colt's
six-shooter In the other, and o spy-glass visible
from the southeast corner of his southwestern
cont tail pocket, ran to the purapets, and began
to level Lis lnstrument In every direction. Al
length the Generallssimo deseendod, and beoun
to tramp around the ruins of the Fort. Then,
henring the prisoners clnmoring for water, he
run to the door of thelr dungeons (standing ot a
respeciable distance however), and told the sen-
tivel to ehoot the first man that dared ralse i
mutiny, Utterly exhousted, the great man now
gently squutted beneath the shado of a huge
benm on the pler, nud awalted the coming ont
of the prisoner. Then the missing man was
Jound never to have boen missing.  The Gone-
ralissimo shortly after this began to overilow
with the wilk of buman kindoess, und adminls-
ered a will-directed kick to ono of the French

gompany. His fhreafs W shoot wereg without
nimber. The ferrible mun frightened evy
body. The reet of the day was ppenl I trylog
Lo sieop.

TIHE PFRIZSONERS YESTERDAY AFTERNOON,

Our reporter, In company with Colonels Drig-
oll and Maynadler, visitud the fort yvesterday
dternoon, e found the men poorly elad, some
f them half paked, grouped in the yoard roass-
(g in the hot sun, The effieers were not much
better off. Elght lay packed in a dungeon. The
aptives ave of conrse indigoant ot tho breach of
wood falth on the part of the Govornmsnl ofs
ficinls, aud threaten vepgeance on sono of them
personally. The Generallssimo especially 18 sure
not to be spared.

AN ELEPHANT TRAINER,

A Journallat hos n Talk with Tire—Polities
Enchewed -How nn Lloastrions Pachyderm
Carries On,

A Detroit paper has the following:

** ‘Baby Annie,’ exhibited on Friday and Sa-
turday in this city, I8 as popular and well known
n# the majority of human actors who troad the
boards instaad of the sawdust ring.  Like thom,
she endeavors to please, and in her way fools
chagrin ne deeply when she faila to receive the
approbation believed to be merited.  Bha I8 now
five yeare old, and though far from her ‘tecns’
Is nevertheless a pretty good lump of a body,
welghing eighteen hundred pounds, Her history
has been oarcfully Kept, and MceLanghlin, ber
trainer, can tell you everything about her.

“At the time of her capture shio woas only two
yeare old; but 8mith, the captor, assisted by o
party of Africans and dogs, found her as hard
to control in her infancy as most women are al
mature nge, After a few weeks tralning she
was etarted for the const, elght hundred miles
away, and Kenyon has yet In his enzes two
larga hyenas that rode in baskots slung over
Mies Annie’s bunek, Her cost in New York was
elght thousand dollars, and ar the time of her
purchase she was the smallest elephant in this
country, and Is still the only genuine African
¢lephant, Though she has never been hard
pushed to tegt her endurance on the rond, she
onee took a streteh of forty-two miles over the
rocky roads of Pennsylvania in eleven hours,
and showed not the least sign of exhaustion.

“"Mies Annle s o model female—one of the old
school, and would as soon twist her head off
with her trunk as to harm o hnman belng who
treated ber courteously. Last winter, In her
gquarters at Philadelphin, she exhibited love and
hate in a very singular manner. MeLaughlin
had imbibed rather freely, and, returning to the
barn, got into a difliculty with n policeman, who
was bent on arresting him. The cop had been
around the barn a good deal, and wus
somewhat acquainted with the elephant.
The trainer fled to the barn, and getting behind
‘Baby,’ refused to submit to arrest.  The M. P.
boldly advanced to bring him out, when the
elephant thrust him aside with her trunk. This
was repoeated severnl times, the trainer encou-
raging her,when the policeman gave her an angry
blow with his Loton, and sought to push by.
Blowirg her ehrill trumpet, ‘Baby’ ennght him
nround the walst,and giving hlm a strong whirl,
deposited the frightened blue coat in « barrel of
onts thirty feet awny. As he had no instruc-
tions to arrest elephants, nnd could not arrest
the man without her, he cencluded not to press
matters further,

YAt another time last enmmer, daring o hot
night, MeL:iughlin 81t down beside ‘Baby' on o
bale of hay, aud soon fell asleep. Near him
wns the cage of the Bengal tiger, a flerce and
ungovernable animal, and treacherous to the
lastdegree. By lying down the beast conld get
his paws at full length under the bars, and on
the morning of that very day he had thus
fl\'cn his unsaspecting keeper a stroke with
iig claws aod lore open the man's cheek in

u horrible muanner, Restloss, MeLanghlin
rolled about, and the ecyes of the Reyal
glistened a8 he saw the body coming

nearer to his eruel claws,  Atlength, ]Ilhl a8 one
of the keepers entered the door, the trainer
rolled down so near that the tiger reached out
and snught his clothes. With a snyage snarl, he
was etroightening back for a pall, to get the
flesh under his nails, when the elephant, who
had nlso been sleeping, rose up at the growl;
and seeing the situation at a glanee, rushed for-
ward before the man at the end hoad scarcely
advanced a step, and with & blow of her trun
mwade the tiger let go his hold and scream with
pain and fury.

“Siuece her capture she has inerensed geven
bundred pounds in welght, and elx inches In
height. Three years ago she had not a sign of o
tusk; now, she has lIvories six inches long, and
growing finely. In the summer, when the wea-
ther i8 dry, she gets a bath at every creek, and
hier tridner gives her o dozen palls of water over
the back If standing long in the tent. About
twice a year she ﬁem six gallons of linseed oll
rubbed over lier sking without it, the hide wonld
get so dry as to feel and sound like a board. Her
usual feed perday 1s u bushel of oatsand one hun-
dred and fifty psunds of hay, and she drinks, if
moderately thirsty, twenty pails of water atn
time. Af stated, she is very doeile, minding
readily if ebe understands what is wanted. Dolng
wrong, lhruuﬁh lguorance, let her trainer *bless
her eyes' a little, and ‘Baby' ehows as much
sorrow us 2 repentant infant. As this is her
third season, the perdon must be sharp who ean
impose upon Lier . worthless gift. About four
weeks ago a man guve her a stick of candy
which had beon soaked for some time In tobneeo
juice. Besming not to mind the joke, ‘Baby’
waited a little, and when the joker hnd almost
forgotten the incident, she took up a huge piece
of liver lying near the cage of ILmn, and sent
the mass full ngainst the fellow’s breast, knook-
ing him down, and altogether spoiling the bosom
of his white shirt, and his ideas of superior
smariness,"”
